$97.9 Billion Proposal 


To Cut Costs, Taxes 


W A S H I N G T O N OB— I 
President Lyndon B. John­ 
son called a turnabout to 
the long upward march of 
federal spending today with 
a cost-cutting, tax-cutting. 
97.9-billion-dollar b u d g e t ! 
aimed at the nation’s pock­ 
ets of poverty. 
Johnson sent Congress a 
fiscal 1965 budget message 
which confidently assumed the 
“earliest possible” tax reduc­ 
tion.. He termed it a “giant 
step toward . . . a balanced 
budget 
in 
full-employment, 
iull-prosperity economy.” 


DEFENSE CUTS 
The budget would carve 1.3 
billion dollars and 27,000 civ­ 
ilians from the Defense De­ 
partment. He proposed a 54- 
billion-dollar national defense 
effort, which includes along 
with actual military expendi­ 
tures such costr as civil de­ 
fense, stockpiling and atomic 
weapons procurement.

$800,000 For 
Marin In New 


U.S. Budget 


President Lyndon B. John­ 
son’s budget, submitted to Con­ 
gress today, calls for $704.000 
for development of Point Reyes 
National Seashore and $100,000 
for engineering and design of 
the Corte Madera Creek flood 
control project. 
The seashore item is includ­ 
ed in a National Parks Service 
capital outlav budget which 
provides $4,300.000 for national 
parks and monuments in Cali­ 
fornia. Largest appropriation 
request is for $1.089,200 for Se- 
quoia-Kings Canyon National 
Parks. 
The Corte Madera Creek item 
Is one of many in a budget of 
more than 100 million dollars 
to help slake California’s thirst 
and to lessen the ravages of 
flood-swollen rivers, reported 
United Press International. 
The President’s budget for 
the fiscal year beginning July 1 
also provides for a $42,862,000 
contribution by California for 
water resources development. 
The Army Engineers budget­ 
ed $46,173,000 for construction, 
operation and maintenance, en­ 
gineering and general investi­ 
gations of civil works projects 
for the 1965 fiscal year. 
The Bureau of Reclamation 
budgeted $98,408,000 — includ­ 
ing the state contribution—for 
the Central Valley P r o j e c t 
alone, with $700,000 earmarked 
to begin construction of the 
64.3 million dollar Tehama- 
Colusa canal.

NATIONAL OUTPUT 
Spurred by tax cuts, national 
output this year will soar by 
nearly 40 billion dollars to a 
surprising record total of about

predicted, 
generating 
higher 
r e v e n u e s 
despite 
the lower tax rate. 
So federal income will climb 
by 4.6 billion dollars in the 
coming fiscal year to 93 billion 
dollars while g o v e r n m e n t 
spending is squeezed down by 
500 million dollars to 97.9 bil­ 
lion dollars for the second 
budget cut in nine years. 
But Johnson added a warn­

San Rafael sold its city hall 
property last night for $281,- 
000. but the price may turn out 
to be $311,000 a couple of years 
from now. 
The city council accepted un­ 
animously a new offer by Cali­ 
fornia Newspapers, Inc., pub­ 
lishers of the 
Independent- 
Journal, to buy the property 
at the $281,000 figure with the 
city retaining 100 feet 
back 
from A Street for public park­ 
ing until 10 years hence. 
The city hall itself is to be 
torn down within two years, by 
which time a new city hall is 
expected to be completed on 
property recently purchased 
between Fifth and Mission ave­ 
nues extending from C Street 
to the city library. 
The $281,000 accepted last 
night is $5,000 above the mini­ 
mum price set on the old city 
hall property at Fifth Avenue 
and A Street in the city’s bid 
call. 
California 
Newspapers, 
Inc., three weeks ago offered 
higher prices for either imme­ 
diate possession of the rear 
half of the property and posses­ 
sion of the rest within two 
years, or possession of all when 
the city hall is moved two years 
hence. The council held over 
those proposals seeking one 
which would include provision 


for parking on the front por­ 
tion of the lot for an additional 
eight years. 
The proposal accepted last 
night retains the 130 feet back 
from A Street in city hands for 
two years, after which 30 feet 
of it will go to the buyer and 
100 feet be retained for eight 
more years for parking—pro­ 
viding about a 38-space lot. The 
irregular-shaped rear portion, 
35 feet deep at one end and 70 
feet at the other, will be taken 
over immediately by the buyer. 
Roy A. Brown, 
Independent- 
Journal publisher, said it is 
needed for installation of larg­ 
er newspaper presses which 
have already been ordered. 
If, within two and one-half 
years, the city decides it does 
not want the front portion for 
parking, California Newspapers 
will pay an additional $30,000 
for immediate delivery of all 
the property, the agreement 
stipulates. 
This would make the city’s 
price $311.000. 
Councilmen joined in prais­ 
ing the “generous offer” with 
provision 
for parking which 
was accepted last night. 
California Newspapers, Inc., 
was the only bidder for the 
property when it was put up 
at public sale.

“Let us pray that the tide 
has turned, that further and 
more far reaching agreements 
lie ahead — and that future 
generations will mark 1964 as 
the year the world turned for 
all time away from the horrors 
of war and constructed new 
bulwarks of peace.” 
Johnson said he and Soviet 
P r e m i e r Nikita Khrushchev 
both had observed that “the 
use of force for the solution of 
territorial disputes is not in 
the interest of any people or 


country.” 
Thus, in proposing “five ma­ 
jor types of potential agree­ 
ment,” Johnson led off by say­ 
ing: 
“In consultation w i t h o u r 
Allies, we will be prepared to 
discuss means of prohibiting 
the threat or use of force, di­ 
rectly or indirectly — whether 
by aggression, subversion, or 
the clandestine supply of arms 
— to change boundaries or de­ 
marcation lines; to interfere 
with access to territory; or to 
extend control or administra­ 
tion over territory by displac­ 
ing established authorities.” 
In other proposals, Johnson 
said: 


“The United States, the So­ 
viet Union and their respective 
allies should agree to explore 
a verified freeze of the number 
and characteristics of strategic 
nuclear offensive and defensive 
vehicles.” 
“A v e r i f i e d agreement to 
halt all production of fission­ 
able materials for weapons use 
would be a major contribution 
to world peace. Moreover, while 
we seek agreement on this 
measure, the U. S. is willing to 
achieve prompt r e d u c t i o n s 
through both sides closing com­ 
parable production facilities on 
a plant-by-plant basis, with mu­ 
tual inspection . . 


To "further r e d u c e t h e 
danger of war by accident, mis­ 
calculation or surprise attack 
. . . we will be prepared to dis­ 
cuss proposals for creating a 
system of observation posts as 
a move in this direction.” 
To prevent nuclear weapons 
from spreading to n a t i o n s 
which do not now control them, 
there should be a ban on such 
transfers as well as internation­ 
al control of transfers of nucle­ 
ar materials for peaceful pur­ 
poses. 
As further parts of the pro­ 
posal to prevent proliferation 
of nuclear weapons, Johnson 
suggested that the 18-nation 
disarmament conference agree; 


“That the m a j o r nuclear 
powers accept in an increasing 
number of their peaceful nu­ 
clear activities the same in­ 
spection they recommend for 
other states. 
“On the banning of all nucle- 
ar weapons tests under effec- 
tive verification and control.” 
“Each of these p r o p o s e d 
steps is important to peace,” 
Johnson declared. “No one of 
them is impossible of agree­ 
ment. The best way to begin 
disarming is to begin—and the 
United States is ready to con­ 
clude firm agreements In these 
areas and to consider any other 
reasonable proposal.”

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Let's Go Slow in Turning 
Over Watershed To State 


The State Division of Beaches and 
Parks is planning to make a detailed 
proposal soon for development of a 
huge new state park on the slopes of 
M t Tamalpais, 
The proposal presumably will pro­ 
vide that the state take over up to 17,- 
000 acres of watershed lands owned by 
Marin Municipal W ater District. The 
vast area would then be developed and 
operated as a state park. 
An expanded system of riding and 
hiking trails are envisioned as well as 
additional camp grounds and picnic 
areas. 
The concept is one that captures the 
imagination. 
When Forts Baker, Barry and Cronk* 
hite ultimately become surplus, they 
might also become state parks. With a 
bit of additional acquisition to link the 
Golden Gate headlands with state parks 
and Muir Woods on the slopes of Mt. 
Tam, the dream becomes as electrify­ 
ing as the concept of the Pt. Reyes Na­ 
tional Seashore. 
But when it comes to turning over 
Marin Municipal Water District lands 
to the state, let s take a long, close 
look. 
We are told that our present popula­ 
tion of 175,000 or so will in the next 


few years climb to 250.000— possibly 
on toward 300,000. 
As this growth occurs, water will be­ 
come an increasing problem. 
Historically, 
the 
Marin 
Municipal 
W ater District has done an excellent 
job of meeting long range needs. 
Nothing should be done now to jeop­ 
ardize the future. W hatever arrange­ 
ment is ultimately worked out with the 
Division of Beaches and Parks should 
provide absolute and perpetual sover­ 
eignty of the District over watershed 
lands. 
We should not permit ourselves to 
get into the position of giving the State 
Division of Beaches and Parks any 
authority over our watershed which at 
some future time might keep us from 
realizing the maximum run-off or water 
“harvest” from those 17,000 acres. 
While we haven’t begun to hear all 
the discussion of this proposition that 
we expect will be generated ifi months 
ahead, and our view might therefore 
change at some future time, it seems 
to us right now that it would be best to 
lease — not sell — our water district 
lands to the state. 
This could guarantee our control over 
our own water future as it relates to 
these lands. 


Reflections On Lenin's Death Date

SACRAMENTO m — A 
little noticed court case orig­ 
inating with a justice of the 
peace in El Dorado County 
apparently is going to have 
far-reaching effects in Cali­ 
fornia’s 1964 election cam­ 
paign. 
The Third District Court 
of 
Appeal 
in 
Sacramento 
ruled that the state’s 63-year 
old political campaign dis­ 
closure law was unconstitu­ 
tional. 
Leon M. 
Cooper, a 
Los 
Angeles attorney who acts 
as legal counsel for the Cali­ 
fornia 
Democratic 
Council 
(CDC), says the decision also 
affects a 1963 legislative act. 
That act, AB2922, was the 
so-called truth 
in endorse­ 
ment bill requiring, among 
others, the CDC to put a no­ 
tice on all their campaign 
literature. The notice would 
say that the sponsoring or­ 
ganization 
is 
an 
unofficial 
political organization. 


“ IT HAS been my legal 
advice that a requirement of 


this type on political docu­ 
ments is prior restraint and 
unconstitutional,” said Coop­ 
er, 
“I 
think 
the 
appellate 
court decision casts doubt on 
AB2922.” 


THE COL RT action would 
be an attempt, he said, to 
overturn 
the 
1963 act 
on 
grounds that it violated both 
the federal and the state con­ 
stitutions. 
Arguing that political ac­ 
tions 
by 
unofficial 
and 
anonymous groups was an 
a n c i e n t political precept, 
Cooper pointed out that the 
Federalist Papers were sign­ 
ed “Publius.” 
Apparently, the court test 
of the law will be based on a 
contention that it violates the 
right of free assembly as well 
as the constitutional guaran­ 
tees of freedom of speech and 
press. 
The appellate court deci­ 
sion, 
written 
by 
Associate 
Justice Leonard M. Friedman, 
based its decision on viola­ 
tions of the concepts of free­ 


dom of speech and the press. 


THE ACT has been on the 
state's books since 1901. It 
made it a misdemeanor to 
write or distribute partisan 
campaign material which did 
not contain the names of its 
printer and sponsoring organ­ 
ization or voter. 
The court said: “In the con­ 
text of political association 
and communication, anonym­ 
ity is an essential ingredient 
of free expression, protected 
against all but the rock bot­ 
tom minimum of government 
interference.” 
The court said forced dis­ 
closure, such as the 
1901 
law% “may have the practical 
effect of an advance restraint 
on expression.” 
The ruling resulted from 
the case of George Canon, a 
former Lake Tahoe motel and 
casino owner who now lives 
in Sacramento. He was ac­ 
cused of writing and circulat­ 
ing an anonymous letter dur­ 
ing the 1962 election cam­ 
paign 
in 
support 
of 
Ray 
Chism, an incumbent member 
of the 
El 
Dorado 
County 
Board of Supervisors. 


A BACKER of the loser 
brought a complaint against 
Canon 
after 
the 
election. 
And Canon moved to dismiss 
the 
complaint 
on 
several 
grounds, including a claim 
that the law violated freedom 
of speech and press guaran­ 
tees. He w'as turned dowrn by 
both the Lake Valley judicial 
court 
and 
the 
El 
Dorado 
County superior court. 
But 
the 
appellate 
court 
disagreed with both 
lower 
benches. 
It said that the statute “de­ 
nies the spokesman the ano­ 
nymity which protects him 
in the utterance of truth and 
legitimate criticism. 
“It 
imposes 
a 
criminal 
sanction on anoymous truth 
as well as anonymous false­ 
hood, discourages anonymous 
but legitimate criticism along 
with anonymous scurrility,” 
said the court. 
In short, said the bench, 
the law was “too sweeping to 
stand the test of constitu­ 
tionality.”

It's Easy To Keep 


Deer Out Of Garden 


Editor, Independent-Journal: 


A recent Sunday afternoon 
ride through Hicks Valley, 
and the sight of some four 
groups of deer, totaling near­ 
ly forty in all, reminded me 
of the fact that many Marin 
property owners cannot ad­ 
mire the sight because they 
are so incensed by the deer 
who raid their gardens. 
Deer can be kept at a good 
“admiring” d i s t a n c e by a 
tightly stretched, white string 
around the plot cf ground to 
be p r o t e c t e d .

Place 
stakes 8 or 10 feet apart to 
support the s t r i n g withuot 
sagging. 
Perhaps the deer are afraid 
of tripping on the string; per­ 
haps they avoid it because it 
is strange; but, whatever the 
reason, they just don’t like 
it. At least the deer in South­ 
ern Humboldt avoided it years 
ago, and it is doubtful that 
Marin County deer are more 
daring or sophisticated.

out their enmity on Henry 
Cabot Lodge (Ike’s pre-con­ 
vention campaign manager) 
and thereby helped elect Sen. 
John F. Kennedy at the most 
crucial moment in his politi­ 
cal career. 


REPUBLICAN LEADERS 
hope they can avoid this kind 
of split this year. Their handi­ 
caps are great without 
it. 
Their plight would be hope­ 
less with it. 
Obviously the best way to 
avoid such a breach in party 
ranks is for everybody to do 
everything possible to make 
sure that Goldwater has an 
absolutely fair chance to win 
the nomination.

Forget Steelhead Fishing Until 


Five Days After The Rain Ceases 


Pity the blokes who were all set to 
shove off for a coastal or inland stream 
in a quest for an epic battle with a steel- 
head. 
In particular, pity the lads and 
lassies who closed their ears and eyes 
to what happened over the weekend 
and left the home grounds for such a 
foray. 
A small group of the latter left the 
Bay Area on Friday, headed for the 
Garcia River. They left in the dark, and 
when it was light enough to 
see the r o a d s i d e streams, 
turned right around and head­ 
ed back for home and hearth. 
The rains came; fell in the 
hills back of the coast as well 
as the coast proper. The tribu­ 
tary streams gaily picked up 
all the loose dirt they could 
carry and sent the murky wa­ 
ters into the already rising and 
badly colored main streams. 
Ergo: Not a chance of taking 
fish. Too bad! 
The picture of steelhead fish­ 
ing in all the t i d e w a t e r 
stream s is as follows to this 
w riter: It will be four or five 
days AFTER the rains cease 
before the streams will lower 
and clear enough to make fish­ 
ing worth while. Perhaps the 
South Fork of the Eel, the 
Ten Mile and the Garcia will 
be fishable after four days, 
but the rest of the streams will 
require at least a day or two 
m ore of clear weather to bring 
them back to normal. So that’s 
that! 
WHEREAS THE rains have 
not harmed the striper striv­ 
ing, other than to make of the 
sport a rather miserable pas­ 
tim e, the yield in the middle 
and upper San Pablo Bay and 
points upstream has been less 
than expected.

Whatever happened to the 
fine old art of love letter writ-

That may be a good thought 
for leap year.

Many young men do not 
write love letters because they 
are at a loss to compose a let­ 
ter of any kind, too shy to 
put anything sentimental in 
words. 
“THE ORIGINAL L e t t e r 
Writer: On Friendship Love, 
Marriage and Business." pub­ 
lished in 1845 by N. L. Dayton 
has a number of letters to 
warm the hearts of sentimental 
types, although the formality 
of the era is evident in the com­ 
position. 
One such letter is this: 
“Dear Sweet Rebecca: 
Since you have so freely de­ 
cided to be mine, I am one of 
the happiest of men. Every­ 
thing seems to go pleasantly 
with me. If at any time I am a 
little disturbed I have only to 
think of one of your sweet 
smiles to be all right again. 
“EVERY DAY I feel more 
and more the need of your so­ 
ciety, and now let me ask, dear 
one, when the happy day of our 
marriage shall be. I leave it 
e n t i r e l y to you, and yet I 
can't help saying, do name an 
early day. Everything is now 
ready. 1 have engaged a house 
on a pleasant and healthy part 
of the hill. I need only your 
good taste in the selection of 
furniture. I will not purchase 


a single article until I know 
your choice. We shall not have 
anything very grand: but we 
shall have a comfortable and 
sweet home. 
“ My shop is not far from 
the house, so I can see you al­ 
most any moment in the day, 
and the evenings will be ours. 
“ I shall go to the post office, 
very impatiently every time the 
mail comes, until I hear from 
you. Write soon to your sin­ 
cere but lonely, 
Charles.” 
A young man requesting cor­ 
respondence 
with 
a 
woman 
wrote this, and p e r h a p s it 
would be a good thing to re­ 
vive: the get-acquainted letter. 


“I FEEL that I am taking 
great liberty in writing you 
on such short acquaintance 
My only apology is that the ac­ 
quaintance was so delightful 
that 
I 
cannot 
endure 
the 
thought of terminating it. How 
much happiness it would give 
me if I was sure that you 
sometimes thought of me. 
I shall consider the days I 
passed in your society the hap­ 
piest in my life. I fear you 
will think me very presump­ 
tuous if I ask you to reply to 
this letter, but I cannot forbear 
doing so.” 
It's no wonder that girls in 
bygone days treasured their 
little love notes and tied them 
in ribbons, so many were beau­ 
tifully, and even shyly, con­ 
tributed. And they had some 
treasures 
for 
later life 
no 
doubt. When the marriage was 
a little rocky, a glimpse into 
the love letter box could re­ 
vive the spirit of romantic epi­ 
sodes of long ago. 


BUT EVEN in those days 
girls gave a man a tongue lash- 


ing by mail, if she chose, like 
this: 


“ I 
have 
for 
some 
time 
though you were unworthy of 
me or any other respectable 
girl. I send by the bearer, all 
your trinkets and letters. Be 
assured that I disdain to keep 
one of them. One who trifles 
with the affections of another, 
as you have with mine, can 
never be a good husband nor 
a desirable friend: therefore 
I desire you in neither capaci­ 
ty. You will please to return 
my letters to the bearer.”

N o responsibility to show printer s proof is assum ed under the above 


schedule. 


If a proof is desired, advertisement must be submitted substantially In 


advance. Corrections, if any, must be ordered by 4 p.m., two w orking day« 


preceding publication. A n y changes from original copy will be charged for on 


basis of printing work involved. 


O n the last publication day before an election no political advertisement 


other than a simple statement of advocacy will be printed. A s example: 
Vote

Nearing a public election, no advertisement introducing a new controversial 


subject will be accepted to run later than the fourth publication day preceding 


the election.

The warning, sounded in a re­ 
cent report of the UCLA engi­ 
neering departm ent, is based 
on a series of tests conducted 
at the departm ent’s Air Pollu­ 
tion Test Facility by Prof. Bush, 
R e s e a r c h Biologist Ruth A. 
Glater, and George Richard. 
The investigators exposed to­ 
bacco leaves, serving as a test 
plant, and human subjects to a 
vpical smog dose from auto ex­ 
haust They repeated the tests 
with the same dose, but this 
time 
c y c l e d 
the 
exhaust 
through an after-burner meet­ 
ing the standards set by the 
State of California. 
By 
reducing 
hydrocarbons 
and carbon monoxide, the af­ 
ter-burner helped cut down eye 
irritation among the human 
subjects. The tobacco leaves, 
however, soon began to show 
extensive damage, exfoliation, 
and withering of the lower 
leaves. 
“The plant damage was ap­ 
parently caused by nitrogen ox-

The second danger lies in ig­ 
noring the effects of nitrogen 
oxides in current efforts at 
smog control. 
“Present standards for auto­ 
mobile control devices require 
a reduction only in hydrocar­ 
bon emission,” says Professor 
Bush. “In the future, we should 
insist on the control of nitro­ 
gen oxides as well."
